Shortage of Farm Laborers. 


“IT have never seen the crops of 
the Province in better shape at this 
time of the year than they are now. 
Some of the grains were delayed 
by the cool weather, but now every- 
thing is growing splendidly and 
great crops are promised.’’ 

This was the enthusiastic report 
of Mr. Donald Sutherland, Direc- 
tor of Colonization for Ontario, 
who has just returned to Toronto 
from a tour of the western coun- 
ties of the Province. 

“So confident are the farmers 
that the crops are going to be 
large, that they are becoming anxi- 
ous about thel prospects of securing 
help in the fall,” said Mr. Suther- 
lend. ‘‘The demand for farm hands 
is just as keen as ever and if we ad- 
vertised that we had 500 men we 
would haye that number of appli- 
cations from farmers in less than 
twenty-four hours.’’ 

Around Brantford the demand 
for farm help was so acute, he con- 
tinued, that Indians on the Brant- 
tcrd reserve were being engaged 
at $45 a month and board. 

The chief difficulty with the im- 
Migrants who have been placed on 


|farms is still their inefficiency. Re. 
cently, Mr. Sutherland, acting up- 
on a number of complaints on this 
Score, sent out a circular letter to _ 
a number of farmers who had em- 
ployed men through the depart 
ment, asking for particulars about 
tae men. These reports are on the 
whole far from complimentary. In 
one, the farmer, after stating that 
the immigrant who had left him 
was not a competent man, made the 
following reply to a question as to 
whether the man could milk: 
“No,” he wrote, “he can’t milk,

The gathering was in- 
ternational in character, missionary in 
spirit and purpose and included repre- 
sentatives from all the main divisions 
of Protestant evangelical churches, 
Over 1200 delegates were present.

conference, The work of the various 
sessions was fully outlined, leaders ap- 
pointed and the preparation of papers 
on important topies delegated to 
prominent theologians. 

The convening of such a conference 
may be regarded as indicative of a 
epirit of unity and progress amongst 
the evangelical churches, both most 


desirable from every point of view. 
The work of the missionary is 
altogether too important to be con- 


ducted along purely sectarian lines. 

A new conception of the significance 
of the work of the missionary prevails 
in all circles—commercial as well as 
religious—to-day. ‘The missionary not 
only preaches, he does the work of a 
teacher, becomes the apostle of educa- 
tion and raises the standard of culture 
as well as morals. Commerce follows 
the ambassador of Christianity; it is 
founded and established by the tenets 
of belief he instilsin the hearts of the 
uncivilized, 

And it is because the missionary is 
such a factor in world affairs that the 
recent conference held at the Scottish 
capital is regarded as of much more 
than ordinary significance.

Dear Sir,—Farmers will need this 
to be more careful than ever in hary 
their clover seed, looking the crop over 
before cutting, and hand-pulling or cut- 
ting out weed patches with a scythe be- 
fore harvesting. Growers must remember 
it rests with them almost entirely 
whether we have clean steds free from 
weeds, and fit for d critical market at top 
prices, 

Canada has no market now for low grade 
clover seed containing foul and noxions 
weeds, and during the last two years four- 
teen of the States to the south of us have 
enacted stringent laws to govern the seed 
trade, which has practically closed their 
markets to us, Europe has done the 
same, will take nothing but the best. 

On the other hand, those that have clean 
Jand, and watch their crop carefully, 
would do well to devote larger areas to 
the production of clover seed, which is one 
of the best money producing crops of the 
Province of Ontario, considering the 
amount of labor involved.

He was deeply interested in the agi- 
tation for the repeal of the Corn 
Laws, was a co-worker with Bright 
and Cobden and was in the thick of 
the famous battle of long ago. For 
Some years prior to his death he had 
been the sole survivor of the original 
Free Trade League, which numbered 
among its leaders Bright and Cobden 
and Charles Pelham Villiers. 

“T am one of the last leaves left 
fluttering on that tree,’ said Mr. 
Smith recently, ‘‘and I am not asham- 
ed of ‘the tree on which I grew.”

came to Toronto, where there were 
three families of his relatives, and 
where he could be near Cornell, in 
which he held a non-resident profes- 
sorship. He bought a house in the 
Brockton district from the father of 
Police Magistrate Denison, and lived 
there while he remained single. He 
did not intend to remain always in 
Toronto, but he changed his mind 
when he married. The event took 
place in 1875, the bride being the wid- 
ow of William Henry Boulton, who, 
thirty years before, was Mayor of To- 
ronto, and who owned the Grange— 
“a bit of old England in new Can- 
ada.’ Mrs. Boulton’s maiden name 
was Harriet Elizabeth Mann Dixon, 


daughter of Thomas Dixon of Boston, 
Mass. She predeceased him on Sept. 
8, 1909. 


OPPOSED BOER WAR. 


His opposition to the Boer war, 80 
he said at a meeting of the Canadian 
Press Association, cost The Weekly 
Sun half of its circulation. He re- 
garded the Boer war as an unjustifi- 
able attack on the independence of 
the Boer republic based upon an un- 
tenable claim of suzerainty. He avow- 
ed his convictions without flinching 
through all the excitement of the war. 

Many years ago a proposal to con- 
fer an honorary degree of Toronto 
University on Goldwin Smith was de- 
feated because of prejudice against 
his “continental” opinions, He shrug- 
ged his shoulders and said he suppos- 
ed he would have to be satisfied with 
his Oxford degree. He lived to get 
the honorary degree from Toronto and 
also to be chairman of the university 
commission, which modelled the pres- 
ent constitution of the urgversity, a 
task for which he was especially 
qualified because of the experience he 
had sixty years ago on the Oxford 
University Commission, appointed by 
Lord John Russell. 

In 1870, while Mr. Smith was still 
actively engaged at Cornell, Benja- 
min Disraeli’s novel ‘“‘Lothair’” was 
given to the world. ‘Lothair’’ was 


supposed to be the Marquis of Bute, 


who in 1868 was admitted into the 
Catholic Church by Monsignor Capel 
“Oatesby” of the novel, and died in 
1900. It is not every man that has 
had the fortune or the misfortune to 
be immortalized in a novel. It is cer- 
tainly unfortunate that Goldwin 
Smith should be handed down to pos- 
terity in ‘Tothair’” as the “Oxford 
Professor,”’ whose character was en- 
tirely unlike that of the “Sage of the 
Grange,” as we knew him in Canada. 


WANTED “COMMERCIAL UNION.” 


The attitude of Mr. Goldwin Smith 
towards Canada and the destiny of 
Canada was often the subject of an- 
gry debates. It was an attitude not 
easily defined. His opponents said he 
favored annexation. This he denied. 
In effect his view was—sod far <as it 
can be described in effect—that the 
ultimate destiny of Canada was ab- 
sorption with the American Union. 
How far this can be differentiated 
from ‘‘annexation” is a point of cas- 
uistry we are not called on to deter- 
mine. Commercial union with the 
United States would not, he thought, 
lead to annexation, if the national 
feeling of the country was sound. But 
his main principle was stated when 
he wrote (‘Canada and the Canadian 
Question,” page 261) “A grand idea 
may be at the same time practical. 
The idea of a United Continent of 
North America securing free trade 
and intercourse over a vast area with 
external safety and internal. peace, is 
no less practical than grand.” Never 
“practical” at any time, this idea has 
become more impracticable in the 
course of years. It is not necessary 
to use the language of controversy 
about it now. But, in mitigation of 
his unpopularity on this question, it 
may be pointed out that his idea was 
by no means held alone. It was the 
idea of nearly all the official men of 
the colonial office for half a century. 
It was ‘‘the idea” of Bright — who 
compared annexation to “being taken 
into partnership by the Rothschilds.” 
It was the idea of the Manchester 
School. It was the idea of Mr. Glad- 
stone as interpreted by Mr. Froude 
in his private letters to Mr, John 
Skelton. It was, we may now assume, 
the actual policy of at least part of 
the Cabinet in Mr. Gladstone’s time, 
one of a large section of commercial 
men in England. Nor was it unknown 
among public men in Canada,

Fruit Growing in Ontario 

An awakening is taking place among 
the apple growers in many sections of 
Ontario, due to the fact that the de- 
mand for fruit is much greater than 
the supply. Tor years splendid or- 
chards in different parts of the province 
with tha result 
that they have ceased to be profitable, 
and in some cases were an actual loss 
to their owners. ‘Chis was particularly 
the case in the Georgian Bay district. 
Last spring however, the representa- 
tive of the Local branch office of the 
Department of Agriculture situated at 
Collingwood, made arrangoments to 
conduct a number of demonstration 
orchards, to show farmers what could 
be made out of their orchards if proper- 
ly handled and cared for, 

Recently an editorial representative 
of the Canadian Horticulturist, a 
monthly fruit magazine published at 
Peterboro, Ont., visited this section 
and made a tour of the six demonstra- 
tion orchards situated in that district. 
He found that already great interest is 
being aroused among the fruit growers 
in the yicinity of these demonstration 
orchards as a result of seeing what can 
be done with an orchard by proper 
spraying pruning and cultivation, 

A well illustrated article dealing 
with the apple growing situation in On- 
tario generally, and in the Georgian 
Bay district in particular, appears in 
the July issue of the Canadian Horti- 
culturist. It also contains among 
other things timely and instructive 
articles on thinning and summer pru- 
ning, control of codling moth, peach 
leaf curl, and the text of the new 
Destructive Insects and Pests Act. A

AN OTTAWA FAVORITE. 


Miss Claire Oliver, Daughter of Minis« 
ter, Is Popular at Capital. 


The marriage of Miss Claire Oliver, 
second daughter of the Hon, Frank 
Oliver, Minister of the Interior, whose 
engagement to Mr. Allan Keefer is 
announced, will cause quite a blank 
in the inner official circles at Ottawa, 
especially as it comes after the rmar- 
riage of Miss Fielding. The latter, 
by reason of her qualities as a bril- 


per accomplished young woman, 
1eld 


& unique position among the 
young ladies of the ministerial set, 
and 80 does Miss Claire Oliver by 


reason of her lovely disposition, her 
unaffeeted good nature and unflagging 
energy. When the Olivers came 1o 
Ottawa from Edmonton gome six 
years ago there was much curiosity 
as to how the members of the family 
of the new Minister from the wild and 
woolly west would fit into their 
places in Ottawa society. People 
who do not live in or frequently visit 
the Capital searcely realize what an 
Important factor official social life 
there is growing to be. Thanks to the 
development of transportation and 
hotel facilities, and owing to some 
extent to the increased lengths of the 
Sessions of Parliament, the number cf 
Senators and members of the Com- 
mons who take their wives and daugh- 
ters to Ottawa for the session inereases 
every year, resulting in the gradual 
expansion of the official gocial set. 
Again, as Ottawa itself expands and 
Increases, and it is growing very 
rapidly, its natural attractiveness as 
a residential city, becomes more pro- 
nounced, and private people of wealth 
are being attracted to take up their 
permanent residence there, not only 
from various parts of Canada, but 
from the United States. And it is be- 
coming the habit for private families 
of means to go to Ottawa for the ses- 
sion, taking up their quarters in rent- 
ed furnished houses, in apartments 
or in hotels. In short, the national 
capital is rapidly developing into a 
sort of social clearing house. The of- 
ficials in charge of the parliamentary 
and state*functions, whose predeces- 
Sors used to worry about getting 
enough properly dressed and duly 
qualified people {o make a respectable 
showing, now find themselves at their 
wits’ ends to keep down the invita- 
lion lists to manageable limits, The 
centre of the whirl of social activity 
at Ottawa, is of course Government 
House, but tables of precedence and 
the splendid isolation of vice-royalty, 
guide and protect His Excelleney’s 
household. It is upon the minister- 
ial circle that the chief pressure is 
felt. It is there that the exercise of 
constant care, of tact, of eonsidera- 
tion, of carefully disguised self-sacri- 
fice is principally called for. 

When the Canadian papers, at the 
time Mr. Oliver was appointed Minis- 
ter of the Interior, published photo- 
graphs and biographical sketches of 
the new Minister’s wife, they dweit 
upon the romance of her early life; 
of how she, a young country girl, and 
her husband, made their long trip 
across the prairies from Brandon to 
Fort Edmonton in their own wagon. 
Affceting tales of how the young cou- 
ple built and furnished the modest 
shack which was their first home, 
how they together used to print the 
earlier issues of Mr. Oliver’s paper, 
and, generally how they fought and 
overcame poverty, were told at length, 
Old-fashioned’ society dames at Ot- 
tawa rather turned up their noses and 
sniffed at these touehing tales, and 
predicted that all’ sorts of dreadful 
things. would happen when the Ed- 
monton family broke into Ottawa 
society. But they didn't. When Mrs. 
Oliver end her daughters arrived it 
was found that they were anything 
but people of the dime-novel western 
border type. They were, of course, 
unversed in the stiff formalities of 
official society; but what they lacked 
in that respect they more than made 
up for by an «ebundant supply ‘of 
keen western wit and a doterminetion 
ta succeed in the sphere to whieh they 
had been unexpected!y called. From 
the start Mrs. Oliver wa; determined 
that no one should be able to say that 
she had not done her whole duty in 
a social wuy, and in giving effect to 
E determination she has been ably 
seconded by her claughters, and more 
particularly by Miss Claire. The lat- 
ter a prime favorite with all in 
Oitawa from His Exeelleney down to 
the smallest pege in Parliament 
House, and she is just as active in 
charitable work as in society.

As a further proof of these statements 
the writer called on a couple of egg 
shippers and obtained the following in- 
formation. In one instance there were 
455 spoiled eggs in 21 cases shipped, or 
about 5%. In the other instance there 
were 1146 spoiled eggs, or about 15%. 
Labor being very dear, it must cost the 
large egg-buying concerns a great deal 
to sort out these bad eggs and dispose 
ofthem, They must pay a price such 
as will cover their losses; hence, eggs 
to-day are cheap when sold by the far- 
mers, while the city consumer has to 
pay a respectable price and cannot al- 
ways be very certain of what he is get- 
ting. 

How will the Egg-Cireles improve 
conditions so that the farmers will get 
a higher price and the consumer get 
eges of high quality ?

STRINGINGPEARLS | 


A Difficult Task That Calls For 
Skill and Judgment. 


CORDED ON SURGEON’S SILK. 


A Soft, Round Strand of Pure White 
Woven Thread fs Employed, and an 
Intricate System of Knotting Guards 
the Gems Should the String Break. 


TIevery now and then a story is pript- 
ed about the loss of a valuable string 
of pearls through the breaking of the 
cord on which they were hung and 
their slipping off and seattering over 
the floor or sidewalk. Those who 
know anything about the stringing of 
pearls, however, always read these 
tales witb incredulity, because nowa- 
days, as a general thing, only false 
pearls or those of small price are 
strnog without a knot being tied be 
tween each of them, so that if the 
cord breaks no more than one can fall 
off. 

it is common bellef that because of 
their great value pearls are strung on 
something durable, like catgut or wire. 
As a matter of fact such material is 
never employed. ‘There is no beauty 
to a string of pearls that looks wiry 
or stiff. It must be flexible to the 
highest degree, otherwise all its grace- 
ful effect will be lost. Up to the time 
ot the introduction of surgeon’s silk 
for pearl stringing nothing had been 
found that would absolutely meet the 
requirements of strength and flexi- 
bility. 

That the most valuable pearls are to- 
day strung on cords of surgeon’s silk 
is due to the suggestion of a woman 
employee of a New York jewelry 
bouse. 

Surgeon’s silk—the thread that is 
nsed for sewing up cuts and wounds— 
is a soft, round strand of pure white 
silk which is woven, not twisted. The 
weave, when viewed under a magni- 
fying glass, closely resembles that of 
fine silk braid and is capable of only 
a small degree of expansion, This 
thread is produced in several diam- 
eters or grades, which makes it all the 
more desirable for pearl stringing. 
These are numbered instead of being 
lettered like ordinary sewing silk and 
are wound on small cards like darning 
cotton. 

When the young woman’s idea was 
first adopted it seemed as though it 
would prove impracticable owing to 
the quantity of surgeon’s sik #ianu- 
factured being insufficient to meet the 
new demands from the jewelers, It 
was also very expensive. But the idea 
was such a good one and the surgeon’s 
silk was so much superier to anything 
ever tried before that in time it was 
found possible to secure it in sufficient 
quantities and at wholesale prices. 

The principal safeguard against loss, 
however, is in the method of string- 
ing. An intricate system of knotting 
the thread between each pearl is em- 
ployed. This prevents the escape of 
more than one jewel should the thread 
break. This knotting is. done with 
tweezers and is a task that requires 
great skill. There must be no unsight- 
ly gaps between the knots and the 
pearls, and the whole when finished 
must be immaculate in its whiteness, 
The tiny knots instead of detracting 
from the beauty of the necklace en-

desired and the number of large pearls 
is not sufficient imitation pearls of the 
exact size and color are often substi- 
tuted.

It often happens that the largest 
pearls have the smallest holes drilled 
through them, for every grain that is 
taken from tbe pearl reduces it in 
weight. In such cases, however, the 
risk of the cord breaking is increased

Stringing pearls is never done with 
a needie. A needle is not yielding 
enough to pass through very small 
holes, and the doubling of its diameter 
at the eye makes its use impracticable, 
Therefore the end of the thread is 
sbarpened to a very fine point, which 
is waxed stiffly enough to be used ex- 
actly as a needle would be. 

Ordinarily pearl stringing is me- 
ehanically difficnlt and also requires 
taste and judgment. ‘Lhe pearls may 
have to be rearranged in order to im- 
prove their general appearance.

FETE-DIEU IN PRISON. | 
How the Holy Day Is Observed In, 


Montreal Prison. 


There are all sorts of reasons for, 
going to jail, Probably the last one 
that would occur to the average mind 
a8 a motive for entering those gloomy 
precincts is a motive of piety. Yet it 
was this and no other—though per- 
haps a pardonable leaven of curiosity 
was mingled with it in some cases— 
which attracted over a hundred visi- 
tors recently on the ‘‘Fete-Dieu”’ or, 
festival of the Blessed Sacrament—to' 
the Women’s Jail on Fullum street,’ 
Montreal, conducted by the Sisters of 
the Good Shepherd, to witness the 
solemn religious celebration of the 
holy day. 

To many of the strangers present; 
this was a first glimpse of prison life, 
and it was so different from their pre- 
conceived notions of such a grim in- 
stitution, that had they not been in- 
formed of the purpose of the building, 
few would have suspected its penal 
character, 

At three o’clock the assembled visi- 
tors were conducted to the third floor, 
places being assigned to them in the 
galleries overlooking the body of the 
chapel, which was already filled with 
the prisoners, women of all ages from 
thirteen to fifty or over, and the peni- 
tents, about equal in number, who, 
after the expiration of their term of 
imprisonment, voluntarily remain 
with the sisters to do penance for 
their misdeeds and learn some useful 
trade.

The choir, 
choir boys, acolytes, incense-bearers 
and priests came last, the visitors fol- 
lowing respectfully as the procession 
filed out of the chapel, through the 
long corridors, shining with cleanli- 
ness, and hung for the occasion with 
flags, banners and garlands of flowers. 

All through the immense building, 
upstairs and down, in and out of the 
large assembly and community 
rooms, and along the apparently-end- 
less lines of-corridors wound the sol- 
emn procession, the floating incense 
and the sweet chanting of the hymns 
penetrating to the remotest corners of 
the prison.

Here are some cheap ways to get rid 
of flies : 

Heat a shovel and put 20 drops of car- 
bolic acid on it. ‘he yapor will kill 
them, 

Dissolve one dram of bichromate of 
potash in two ounces of water and add 
a little sugar.

A spoonful of formalin or formalde- 
hyde in a pint of water, exposed in a 
room, will kill the flies. : 

Burn pyrethrum powder in the room. 
This stupefies the flies so that they may 
be swept up and burned.

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SIR JOHN AND THE HOME. 


Mr. Basile Benoit Tolls a Characteris- 
tic Story of Macdonald. 


The Canadian Club of Ottawa has 
placed the Jover of Canadian lore 
under a debt of gratitude by presery- 
ing in its last published volume the 
record of a banquet held some months 
ago at which the guests of honor in 
cluded eight of the twenty-four sur 
vivors of the First Parliament of 
Canada. They were Hon. Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell, Hon. John Costigan, 
Hon. Wm. Ross, Hon. Wm. Miller, 
Hon. G. B. Baker, Sir James Grant, 
Sheriff Hagar, of Prescott - County, 
and Mr, Basile Benoit, of Chambly, 
Que. The reminiscences uttered on 
that occasion are preserved, Of the 
great Conservative leader, Sir John 
A. Maedonald, Mr. Benoit gave a 
couple of little incidents. During one 
sitting of the House, he said, Sir John 
was speaking on the possibilities of 
settlement in the immense fields of 
the Northwest Terrifories for a vast 
number of families. He appealed to 
his people in Canada and to the world 
at large to come and to take these 
lands and to build happy homes. 

“His voice grew tender,” said Mr. 
Benoit, “and I have still in the ear 
the words ‘Happy Homes’ that he re- 
peated many times with a caressing 
tone and deep feeling, pressing them, 
as a father, to come and to found a 
happy home in the boundless prairies 
that God had reserved to them. 

‘Another trait of personal charac- 
ter that I love to point out,” con- 
tinued Mr. Benoit, “is the following: 
When I was superintendent of the 
Chambly Canal, Sir John happened 
to be Minister of Railways and Canale 
in the interim, As everywhere, some 
accidents happened occasionally to 
to the laborers on the canal. I askel 
Sir John what to do when a man was 
injured on the work. His first ques- 
tion was always, ‘Has he a family; 
has he children?’ On an affirmative 
answer he invariably told me in earn- 
est, ‘Find the means to pay that man; 
don’t Jet his children suffer.’ I do 
not refer here to what Sir John has 
done in the building of the country, 
nor to his wonderful attainments. I 
have just found in him a tender 
heart; his memory is sacred to me 
forever.” 


Waiting For Homesteads. 


Philosophers will tell you that it is 
the lust for land, that hunger for a 
holding of his own that has sent the 
man of Aryan origin and his ideals 
of civilization to the four corners of 
the earth. It was this hunger that 
first peopled Europe; just as it has 
populated. America, Australia and 
South Africa, and which has sent the 
white man to face impossible condi- 
tions of climate in the tropie lands.

All 
sorts and conditions mingle together 
on democratic terms, Many languages 
are heard and under the influence of 
a mutual desire, a spirit of comrade- 
ship springs up, which is a check on 
dirty trickery; though this is not un 
known.

Arsenate of Lead for Potatoes 


The Arsenate of Lead is a very effect- 
ive insecticide, and has two advantages 
over Paris Green which are worthy of 
consideration, viz., (1) It can be used 2 
or 8 times as strong without scorching 
the leaves, and will not wash off with 
the rain. (2)Itstaysin solution much 
onger, thus making it easier to apply. 

It can be bought at the Drug stores 
and Hardware stores, but-it can also be 
made at home by dissolving 10 oz. of 
Arsenate of Soda and 24 oz. of Lead 
cetate separately and then adding 150 
gals. of water. A very fine white pre- 
cipitate will appear in the mixture, and 
this is what remains on the leeves after 
the water has evaporated. 

An experiment was performed on the 
potato patch belonging to'Mr. M. Bird 
of Stirling, on the evening of July 11th. 
The white powder is there still, and tho 
bugs—well, they’re not there anyway. 

Arsenate of Lead is used extensively 
by fruit-growers to kill the Godling 
worm and other pests that infest the 
fruit trees. It can be bought in the 
Drug store at 25c. a lb. 

The Department of Agriculture here 
has already been asked to conduct some 
Orchard Demonstration work next 
spring in South Hastings. Those who 
are interested in Fruit-growing are in- 
vited to write or call at the office in 
Stirling—just opposite the Post Office.

St. John prides itself on being a 
greater and more enterprising city 
than Halifax—and justly so. But the 
grey old Warden of the Honor of the 
North has at least one fine attribute 
—it is understandable. It is not 
“sleepless and veiled’; even Kipling 
got a bit mixed between St. John and 


Halifax. This description might be 
more appropriately applied to St. 
John. 


Halifax is indolent and frank. St. 
John is always busy. Its men of busi- 
ness and lawyers are almost invari- 
ably in their offices till 10 or 11 p.m.— 
and it never drops its mantle, its 
mask of dignity. 

Halifax is a simple, hospitable 
soul. It never deals in conundrums— 
it meyer puzzles you with parables. 
It only presents one question to the 
stranger within its gates, and that 
question, first, last and all the time 
is: “What will you have?” 

But St. John fairly bristles with in- 
terrogative points. And first it wants 
to know, ‘“What is your faith?’ But 
St. John is no mean city. It has a 
high and forward spirit, effervesces 
with energy, and is boundlessly ambi- 
tious within the bounds of permitted 
aspirations. 

Practically unaided it has convert- 
ed its harbor—not so long ago a shal- 
low estuary—into a worthy winter 
vestibule of a nation growing rapidly 
in greatness; and in the last twelve 
years the volume of trade passing 
through its portals has risen from 
less than $5,000,000 to about $25,000,- 
000. The romance of trade has few 
examples to equal the development of 
the winter port of Canada in the last 
decade, 

Here is the winter vestibule of Can- 
ada, a cumbrous and complex mater- 
ialization of the mechanical genius of 
the age involved in a web of pate 
doxes, and resting upon a trifle light 
as air, the thin vapor that floats in 
wisps and curls across the docks and_ 
over the sheds—steam. ete 

And here wher tne™big liners come 
in, the Doge of St. John, Chairman 
WeéGoldrick of the Harbor Board, the 
commercial equivalent of the Vene- 
tian Council of Ten, may be seen hus- 
tling about, calling down Trish bene- 
dictions upon the heads of the cigar- 
ette fiends from overseas who persist 
in violating the ordinances forbidding 
smoking about the sheds and piers. 

And, here, too, you may observe 
the ebb and flow of a strange human 
tide, the men and women of many na- 
tions and tribes, from the half-bar- 
-baric Russian peasant in bear-skin cap 
and embroidered sheep-skin jacket, 
to the latest type of luxurious Cana- 
dian feminism radiant in the finery 
of Paris —a shifting sea of faces, 
some bright with the joy of beholding 
the iand of promise and possibilities, 
some stamped with an expression of 
inappeasable melancholy, swarthy 
southern faces, vivacious, interested, 
with red lips and flashing eyes, faces 
of the Norseman, phlegmatic and 
calm, lovely profiles with the Celtic 
dower of beauty, glances of eyes ex- 
pressing the wonder and mystery of 
life in their depths. 

A strange invasion is this, inspired 
by paradoxical motives, and fraught 
with the spirit of romantic adven- 
tures. Of all the strange pilgrimages 
of humanity, there is none quite like 
this modern stampede to the new 
world, The original invaders — the 
Britons, Frenchmen, and Spaniards— 
who tamed the land to the service of 
the white man, were no doubt spur- 
red on by a great variety of motives, 
but, however perverted in its manifes- 
tations the pride of race, the instincts 
of racial aggrandizement, were appar- 
ent in all their acf&vities. Ruthless 
conqueror, or devoted priest, seekers 
of fortune or pursuers of fame, ad- 
venturers or settlers, all were messen- 
gers of the might of their people, bent 
on kindling to greater glory the sa- 
ered fires of race.

Gen. Baden-Powell Hob-nobbed With 
Canadians In South Africa, 


Among the many old friends whom 
Gen. Sir Robert Baden-Powell will 
greet when he visits Canada this sum- 
mer to have a look at the Boy Scouts 
of the Dominion will be Col. Steele, 
the commander of the 10th Military 
District. Col. Steele is a good type of 
the silent soldier. It is difficult to per- 
suade him to “retrospect,” as Mark 
Twain had it. But one of the sub- 
jects that set the colonel talking with 
enthusiasm and eloquence is ‘B.-P.” 
Col. Steele served with the hero of 
Mafeking as one of his divisional 
comnmianders in the policing period 
that ensued-after the South African 
war. Then he learned to respect and 
admire the famous cavalry leader. As 
an instance of “B.-P.’s” genius for 
handling men, Col. Steele tells how 
on one of his tours of inspection of 
the veldt, “B.-P.”’ visited a block- 
house that was in charge of Cana- 
dians. They were good shots and 
could ride like Centaur, but their 
knowledge of military etiquette was 
a trifle hazy. ‘Therefore, when a 
stranger arrived in a quiet, neat suit 
of kharki, they made no inquiries 
concerning his status. He gave no 
explanations. The result was that in 
the course of a short time the whole 
party was engaged in a heated argu- 
ment concerning the relative merits 
of trout streams in Canada and else- 
where. 

“B.P.,” the commander of ten thou- 
sand men and more, was sharing the 
top of a soap box with a giant from 
B.C. who was smoking with relish 
some of “B.-P.’s’’ tobacco. 

When told afterwards who he was, 
the Canadians did not seem much 
concerned, One of them observed; 
“Well he’s a dead game sport and 
knows one h of a lot about fish- 
ing.” A staff officer who arrived up- 
on the scene is stated to have remark- 
ed, “Gen. Baden-Powell is a deuced 
clever fellow, but a frightfully uncon- 
ventional b« r, don’t cher know.”
